MORAL  %DtfCATION 

The  moral  iutof  in  'education  is 
that  caaftot  be  overlooked  if  the 

unipaign  now  being  conducted  by 
the  League  of  N'ations  is  to  succeed. 
That  campaign  has  many  ramitK.i 
tions,  hut  we  have  not  heard  that  one 
of  those  is  to  Combat  the  exclusive 
sccnkM-izalioa  of  education,  yet  It  IS 
the  most  important  of  all  Mr.  I'hihp 
Kerr,  who  is  secretary  of  the  Khodc-* 
Trust,  has  been  'commenting  on  the 
extent  to  which  science  h.is  vo  l.it.c 
ly  supplanted  reUgioxi  ui  the  cU»i> 
room.  There  is  a  conception,  he  be* 
lieves,  that  cdiuation  is  considered 
to  mean  the  inculatiun  of  useful 
knowledge  with  the  tKorals  and 
'I  ■  ■  ti,,.  .tu'h.nts  beinc  l«ft  to 
liic  pdiciuii.  This  is  not  and  kn*  not 
been  the  idea  of  great  anthorittea  on 
'■linrfti.,n  i.,r  they  hrlieve  that  the 
art  u  much  more  thanjhc  acquisition 
of  useful  knowledge.  "  They  believe 
uith  Mf.ses  that  the  supreme  im- 
portance is  to  instruct  people  in  the 
moral  law. 

Mr.  Kerr  further  points  to  the  New 
Testament  in  affirming,  in  effect,  that 
real  education     is  concerned  with 
things  of  the  spirit     It  i».  alarming, 
therefore,  that,  as  Mr.  Kerr  shows, 
to  a  sfkadily  irtcreasin»{  extent  moral 
instruction  is^  beihkMeft  ftut  of  public 
nlucational  systems.     Its  place  is  he- 
ing  taken  by  science,    but  science 
does    not    deal    with    moral  cate- 
gories, or  with  cnnsciencc  or  ri|?hf  or 
wrong.    The  ground  for  hope  that 
exists  is,  Mr.  Kerr  say*,  hi  the  pas- 
Moii     for    rduialioit.     That  pa-sion 
•-.anttoi  achieve  its  realwation  until  it 
ceases  to  he  (Uvorred  fr<jm  that  moral 
teaching    "without     «hi.h    the  im- 
mense powers  given  by  civiMzatibn  to 
modem  man  will  cert^nly  ,|>e  used 
for  malignant  and 'Jetitiuctive  ends.'" 
If  th4t  statement  is  forjcct.  bow  can 
tile  League  of  Nations  accomplish  its 
ends  without  hrst  brining  religion 
back  to  the  schpols?
